Washington, D. C. Feb. 3—Venezuela 


through Minister Bowen, has refused 
the latest proposition of the allies, in 
which they insist that they receive pre- 
ference over "other creditors. He fur- 
ther asks that the blockage be at once 
raised on the basis of Venezuela's 
former proposition, and that -the ques- 
tion of order of payment of creditors 
be referred to Tie Hague Tribunal. 


He declared that Venezuela could 


not accept the principle that preferen- 
tial treatment can be obtained 'by 
methods such as Germany and Eng- 
land have used, and that it is abso- 
lutely offensire to modern civilization 
to recognize such a principle and in- 
corporate it in the law of nations. The 
proposition as submitted by the allies 
said Mr. Bowen, will keep them to- j 
scther for six years. Venezuela natu- 
raHy cannot be expected to encourage 
the -maintenance of an alliance against 
•her.

In view of the fact that the negotia- 


tors are agreed on all save the .ques- 
tion of preferential treatment the Am- 
bassador is informed that Venezuela 
has decided to submit that question to 
The Hague Arbitration Tribunal.

• Germany. Herr Waldeuburger admits 
that there is a prejudice here against 
the eating of horseflesh, but he think 
that time will overcome it, says the 
New York 
Commercial Advertiser 


Herr Waldenburger represents a horse 
meat cannery of Frankfort, Und his 
objective point is Chicago, where, if 
all goes well, he purposes to establish 
a horse meat factory. He said: 


"V*e shall start, of course, only in a 


jeerdll way at first as an experiment, 
but no amount of money will be spared 
to make a substantial success of the 
business. Your country is a big one, 
and you Americans are perhaps the 
greatest beef eaters in the world. Why 
not make you become a nation of horse 
meat eaters too? 
IDJ Germany horse 


meat can now be purchased in nearly 


Je'fery large butcher's shop in the big 
cities throughout the country, the poor 
being the chief consumers of it, be- 
cause it is very much cheaper than bul- 
lock beef and- equally strengthening. 
A tenderloin borsesteak, for instance, 
costs only 7 cents. That is 6 cents less, 


^ or almost half the price, that would be 


charged for a bullock steak of the same 
cut. 


"Since our- factory was established 


ten years ago in Germany thousands of 
tbe poor have come to prefer horse 
meat to any other. In order to destroy 
old ^prejudices against the meat we 
at first distributed it freely among the 
poor, both in the cities and country 
towns.' The me'at^is very tender, and 
the rich are also fast becoming very 
partial to it. 
With the" exception of 


our own people, the Parisians are our 
best customers. It^has been calculated 
that nearly 75.000 people eat horse 
.meat in Paris every day and through- 
out my country about 2,000,000. .Great 
quantities of the meat are also sent to 
China and Japan. In Chiua especially 
the meat is Decoming very popular 
the Chinese being adepts at chopping 
the meat up into savory dishes. Thou 


" sands of pounds of horse meat are also 
, purchased by the German government 


for the army and navy. The emperpr 
himself long ago openly declared him- 
self in favor of horse meat He be- 
lieves that the soldiers especially should 
, jnake themselves accustomed to eating 


\<it while in barracks, so that they, wili 
have no'prejudice against it if they 
should in time of war find themselves 
in a position where it would be found 
necessary to kill horses for food. The 
meat, fresh or preserved, is a little 
salter and darker in color than the bul- 
lock meat, but the saltness is so slight 
that one has to use some salt in 'eating 
it. 
There is, too, very little fat in 


horse meat. 


"About five, I should say, out of ev- 


eor dozen horses slaughtered at our 
factory are made into sausage. The 
sausages are highly flavored, and it 
/ would take an expert to tell the differ- 


• ence between them and the best pork 


sausages. The sausages for esporta- 
.tion are cooked first and then packed in 
tins containing a preserving oil. Last 
year we received an order for 20,000 
cases, each ease carrying twenty-four 
tins, froim an American firm—no, I 
\vill not mention the name. The firm, 
I will say, however, is one of the lar- 
gest meat packers in this country. 


"The horses killed for this meat are 


especially fattened on bunch grass, and 
no animal alwne the age of eight years 
or suffering from disease is used. We 
buy most of our horses from the farm- 
ing districts throughout Germany at 
$5.50 a head. A great many of them 
are ponies, and quite a large number 
of Indian ponies or cayuses are import- 
ed from the ranges in Washington and 
Oregon in this country at 42.50 a bead, 
but the freight expenses bring them np 
to about tbe same price as the ones we 
buy at home. We prefer these range 
horses because their flesh is more com- 
pact and has the flavor of the prairie. 


"Not a single portion of the animal 


is lost Only the hams and the tender- 
loins, which are regarded as the best 
meat, are corned, except what is to bo 
sold on the block. The hams and ten- 
derloins are put in barrels and branded 
'Horse Meat" and shipped to their des- 
tination. The tails and uianes are ship- 
ped off to mattress factories. All that 
remains—head, legs, hoofs and nil, even 
the Wood—is Saved.

Green Bone For Oiiickcnn. 


When I commenced feeding cut green 


bone, about the first thing I did was to 
find its feeding value by actual test. 
Hens under like conditions with fresh 
cut green TJone added to their feed laid 
nearly twice ;ts many eggs in the win- 
ter and a third more in the summer 
than did the lot without the bone. Fif- 
ty-eight chickens hatched at the same 
time from the same kind of eggs were 
divided into two lots and treated the 
same, except one lot was fed bone ex- 
tra. The lot with bone extra to their 
feed grew much faster and were not 
only larger, but had clearer and bright- 
er plumage. The lot that ate the bone 
went through the tesjt with the loss of 
but one. while the lot without the bone 
sustained a loss of five.—Farm, Stock

son and is preparing to <lo business on 
a still larger scale the coming summer. 
In preparation be has already rented 
the gardening portion of the larger is- 
land lower down the rher'from the 
owner, the Xortb American Trading 
and Transportation company, paying 
for the use of the ground for one sea- 
son the'enormous sum of $300 an acre 
iu advance. . 


On his own small island he is having 


erected in his absence a greenhouse 
1,500 feet long. What business he did 
last summer was done without a green- 
house at all, limiting his trade to the 
few short months in tlie middle of the 
•summer when a frost is not to be,an- 
ticipated each ui^bt. He is now in Ta- 
coma to purchase a largo stock of flow- 
er bulbs and rosebushes, which he pur- 
poses taking in over the ice after the 
weather shall have moderated to where 
he can protect his treasures from freez- 
ing. Said Mr. Dailey: 


'•Experience? No. I never had any 


experience in gardening before I se- 
cured my land and went to work. 
While I should be getting experience 
my opportunity would have been lost, 
and so I went at it and raised more 
stuff and sold it than any single gar- 
dener in that country. It is a case of 
work, for experience never yet planted 
a garden or carried the stuff to the 
consumer. And now I am going to uot 
only double my vegetable garden, but 
to add flowers to it by tlie acre. I see 
by the market reports of the local pa,- 
pers that cabbage is selling here (Ta- 
coma) at IVj cents a pound. The least 
I ever got for mine was 12 cents. In 
closing out a job lot ef stuff to a single 
customer last fail for 9J,S"0 I lumped 
off. carrots for 18 cents a pound and 
turnips for 10 cents. 
Even at such 


prices the day when such stuff could 
be profitably shipped into the interior 
has gone by. 'Hie -interior will from. 
tliis time on supply "all iTs'oTrn"jfaru*eh 
trucK, and owing to the shortness of 
the season the prices will never be 
much less than at present. 


"There is a great craze there now for 


flowers, nnd I am going to cater to the 
craze. 
There were probably sold in 


Dawson last summer over ?100,000 
worth of home grown vegetables a-nd 
$20,000 worth of flowers. I am going to 
learn how to grow flowers by spending 
a day with the flower growers of Taco- 
ma. That is all tlie experience I think 
will be. necessary- Then I shall tffke 
in with me about $1.000 in bulbs and 
roots, and with tbe land I have secured 
I shall have about ?"JO.OOO worth of 
flowers to sell the coming summer."

In the campaigns of 1896 and 
1900 Mr. Stone -was chairman of the 
executive committee of the national 
Democratic committee. He is a resi- 
dent of St Louis, where he has an ex- 
tensive law practice. 


Mr. RicHardson to Retire. 


Eepresentative Richardson of Ten- 


nessee will probably letne from con- 
gress, leaving political life to devote 
his time and attention to Masonic af- 
fairs. Mr. Richardson is at the head 
of Masonry and is being uiged to give 
up congressional work by members of 
the order.

horse should the more active candi- 
dates get into a deadlock.

He had sub- 
mitted to several interruptions with 
good grace, but when Foraker kept on 
talking for some fifteen minutes the 
venerable senator fiom Alabama—he 
is the oldest man in the senate—tapped 
his desk sharply and said, "See here, 
Mr. President. I have been trying to 
make this speech for some time, and I 
don't want any other senator to make 
it for me either.'' Foraker looked as- 
tonished for a moment, but took his 
seat amid a general laugh.
